part of the evening sat in the barroom
talking with fellow drovers, and the sharp-
ers who victimized him doubtless learned
all about his affairs and the condition of
his pocket-book from his own talk. On
Friday afternoon he started for home, and
as he was waiting at the Ilroad and Cal-
lowhill depot of the Philadelphia &
Reading railroad compauny, a gentleman,
dressed as a well-to-do farmer,
him with, *Ilow are you, Mr. Longaker.”

The Manheim drover was not a little

nonplussed, but it soon transpired in the
conversation which followtd that the per-
son addressing him was Jacob Fennemore,
of Colorado, an extensive dealer in stock,
who had just disposed of a lot of western
cattle in the Philadelphia markets. Ie
also made it known that he was a brother
of a Mr. Fennimore, of Lancaster, a gen-
tleman with whom our friend Longaker
was well acquainted, and he was going to
Lancasier to stay a few days with him, be-
fore leaving for the West. Fenmimore was
very chatty and revealed an extensive
knowledge of his business, the manner of
raising stock, and the best breeds to deal
in, and kindred matters, completely win-
ning the good graces of Longaker, who
was a good-natured Pennsylvania Duteh-
man.
“By the way., Mr. Longaker,’” contin-
ued Feunimore, **this train leaves in half
an hour and T left my trunk and a valise
with £400 in gold at my hotel a few
squares distaut ; would you mind taking
a walk around with me until I get them,
for I don’t feel safe when they are out of
my sight in a place like this.”’

The two walked down 13th streect aund
when near Vine street they were met by a
man, who shook hands with Fennimore
and who was introduced as Mr. Blank.

“I knew vou would be in a hurry,
Jake,”” said Blank, ** S50 1 sent an express
man with your valise and trunk to the
depot ; but asl can’t go to Lancaster with
you, I wish you wonld pay me those £200
you owe me.""

Fennimore scarched his pockets and
produced #1535, and said that that was all
he had on his person, but i he would go
with him to the depot he would give hifh
the balance.

“[ haven't time,”” said Blank, *but
jerhaps Mr. Longaker can let you have
the 345 until you get your valisg,™

And Longaker counted out 845 and
handed it over. The £200 claim being set-
tled, Blank insisted on one of $100 being
paid, but Fennimore refused unless Blank
would o to the depot with him,and again
Longraker was appealed to, who, after pro-
testing that both men were strangers 1o
him, gave the additional #100, To divert
suspicion Fennimore gave bim. a check
for 8802, drawn on the First national
bank of New York amd a 21,000 U, =,
government bond as collateral security
until “they reached the depot.” Both
were spurions of course, but the verdant
Manheim man swallowed the bait.

A little business about a wagon took
both of the sharpers away aud giving
Longaker a small valise to take to the de-
pot, Fennimore said he would meet him
at the train and told him to *¢ take good
care of the cabba, as valuable clothing was
inside.”
